•:The coiiimcncemenl address at VVcllesley College was de- 
yered by Raymond 13. Fosdick of New York, who called al- 
intion to certain facts which are liable (o be overlooked by 
le. mass of tlie people living under the high pressure that pre- 
ails today. 


In particular he dwelt upon the changes thai have- taKcn 


.ace in government. He said: "Government 100 years ago 
j'as a comparatively simple affair. 
But those days arc gone. 


lie scientific revolution has wiped them out as completely as 
: they had never existed. Government has become infinitely 
omplex and-technicai. It has to do for Ihe most pjirt with 
iatfers lhat are far beyond the intelligence of the average 
Ijizen."

'Proceeding, Mr. Fosdick said lhat many of our elections arc 
'iis'ed on issues which ordinary citizens do not clearly under- 
land; lhal the siliialion is getting beyond the people and out 
jf their hands, not'thai anybody is taking it away from them, 
liil in the sense that with the rapid extension of its technical 
Ispects if is becoming more and more difficult to comprehend 
Ind control. Because of Ihis Mr. Fosdick feels that humanity 
Is'ih a position of peril and that il is a question whether man 
Is to be the master of the civilizationjie has created. 
I According to Mr. Fosdick, that is the supreme question. He 
parns that science is not standing still, thai we are just at the 
beginning of it and (hat the future will be speeded up infinitely 
Beyond' the present. Science will not wait for man, he said. 
Ft has nothing to do with morals. 
It has multiplied man's phy- 


sical powers ten thousand fold and has increased his capacity 
Jfpr construction and destruction. 
[: The frutlfof this will have to be rccognixcd, and yet il hardly 
fee'ems as if the resultant conditions are as threatening as Mr. 
(Fosdick seems lo imagine. It is true that the life of the world 
Thas been speeded up beyond the wildest dreams of a hundred 
lycars ago, lhat government has become complex and involved 
tin 'matters beyond the grasp of the average citizen, but this 
kloes not necessarilyimply failure of government or that man 
I is finally lo be'overcome by the civilization he has created.

I is more plcanmt, if not more reasonable, to believe that the 
(crealorof.these great forces will in time learn to control them 
lin a manner to compel them lo serve' (}\c. human race as they 
[should, increasing [he prosperity, comfort and happiness of all. 


• While it is well, that citizens of-a free country having Ihe 
reins of government in their own hands should understand 
the affairs of their government to the fullest possible extent, 


! il is not necessary lhat they be familiar with all the minute 
J details. What they need is lo understand great principles an 
[fjje prepared (o uphold the righl. Ours is a representative gov- 
|.ernm()nt and so long as the people are properly represented it 


will not go very far aslray; and when they are not properly 
represented it is, in nine cases out of ten, their own fault. 


Science has made great changes in the world in the past.'and 


it will make more in the future, but principles never change, 
and so long as the people of Ihis country stand for righl prin- 
ciples the work of.governmcnt will.be conducted safely and 


I' for the general benefit. The common people may not undcr- 
|,;"sfand all the details, but so long as they conscientiously, live 
/up lo that which they dojmdersland there will be no danger of 
i:ihc government "getting- away from them."
